HENS TO AVOID. 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly Irish 
Times, the Poultry Correspondent says :— 
The hens finally selected for the breeding-pen, 

in addition to the primary condi. 
tions, should be in good, hard condition, 
neither too fat nor too thin. They should 
be from trap-nested stock, so that they 
will be known to possess godd .winter egg 
records, not only as regards numbers, but 
also size and quality of eggs—-that is, the 
eggs should be well shaped, strong in 
shell. Faults. such+as double yolks and 
soft shells are transmitted; thus the 
reason for excluding layers of such from 
the breeding pen. Avoid also birds with 
crooke4 breasts or other defects, and look 
fo. .._s with fineness of bone and head.

They also claimed declarations that, 
under the April agreements, suitable men 
discharged as redundant were entitled to 
preference in employment in the ‘bus and 
road transport section; that the termination 
of plaintiffs’ employment on May 13, 1933, 
was a violation of plaintiffs’ rights, and an 
inquiry regarding damages. Plaintiffs sued 
in their own behalf and on behalf of other 
locomotive workers, who, having ceased work 
on January 29, 1933, were parties to the 
agreements of April 6, and whose employ- 
ment was, as alleged, wrongfully terminated. 


DEFENDANTS’ CASE 


Defendants denied the existence of any 
class of their locomotive employés known 
as permanent employés and pleaded that the 
agreements of April, 1935, were new and 
separate agreements about wages, conditions 
and terms of employment. They further 
pleaded that plaintiffs and others who took 
up work pursuant to notices served under 
those agreements were employed temporarily 
for four weeks, and that afterwards defer- 
dants were entitled to discharge such of the 
plaintiffs and others who had ceased work 
on January 31, 1933, as they considered 
unnecessary for dealing with the traffic.

In his opening of the case for the plain- 
tiffs, Mr. Gavan Duffy had stated that im 
January, 1933, a strike was called on the 
Great Northern Railway against an attempted 
wages cut, and that it lasted ten weeks. 
He added that the agreements of April, 1933, 
secured the reinstatement of all on strike, in 
order of seniority, but that four weeks after 
work was resamed a large number of men 
was dismissed, The company, he said, re- 
tained, contrary to the seniority Jaw, men 
junior in status to men discharged, and also 
retained insured men, when they dismissed 
men who were not insured because their 
position was supposed to be permanent, His 
case was that the two agreements on which 
the strike was settled were supplementary 
to the pre-existing agreements on which the 
men had been working since 1922. 

INSURANCE EXEMPTION 

John O'Herlihy, an official of the Depart- 
‘ment of Industry and Commerce, gave 
evidence that the first certificate of exception 
of certain employes of the Great Northern 
Railway Company from the provisions of the 
A’nemployment Insurance Acts was issued in 
October, 1921. He produced correspondence 
and certificates issued in subsequent years by 
the Department. 

Mr. McCarthy said that the first certificate 
bore the statement that the Minister of 
Labour certified that the employment of 
persons to whom the. certificate related was, 
in the Minister's opinion, having regard to 
the normal : practice: of the employer, 
“pefmanent” He read correspondence 
between the Department and the defendants 
on the subject of exception of employés of the 
company from unemployment insurance, This 
included a letter from the Department to the 
company, dated July, 1927, in which it was 
stated.that any method of discharge whem by 
insured eniployés of a particular class were 
retained, to the exclusion of excepted em- 
plovés of the same class, would be incon- 
sistent with the undertaking required in 
connection with the issue of exception certifi- 
cates. In December, 1927, the Department 
wrote that the Minister required an under- 
taking that, on retrenchment of staff for 
reasons other than misconduct or unfitness, 
any emplové excepted from unemployment 
insurance would not be discharged while any 
non-excepted person of the whale class to 
which the excepted person belonged was 
retained. In reply the company undertook to 
give the undertaking on the understanding 
that excepted men who had attained the 
retiring age would not come under its pro- 
VISIONS. 


COMPANY’S ASSURANCE 


Further correspondence between the De- 
artment of Industry and Commerce and the 
Calley Company was read by Mr. MeCarthy 
to show that the union to which the plain- 
tiffs belonged desired to be excluded from 
the provisions of the oe Insur- 
ance Acts. The certificate o exception was, 
said Mr. McCarthy, granted on certain con- 
ditions. When the Dasestiness noted that 
the original number of exceptions had dropped 
by 174 men they inquired the reason, and 
were: told by. the company that the reduction 
was due to deaths and the paying off of re- 
dundant workmen, The company assured the 
Department that the conditions in io Sos to 
the discharging of these men ha 
adhered to. 

William Fegan, one of the plaintiffs, was 
examined by Mr. McCarthy, and stated that 
on his return to work after the strike his 
wages were subject to the 71 per cent. re- 
duction agreed on, and also to the deductions 
for the provident and the pensions funds to 
which he had been contributing before the 
strike. He was dismissed in May, 1933, 
although his seniority date went back to June 
14, 1920, 
panv s service. He was dismissed because of 
redundancy, and his certificate stated that 
his service had been satisfactory. 

Witness said that the men who were em- 
ployed or re-employed during the strike were 
still employed in the conciliation grades, 
although senior men had been dismissed. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Denning, wit- 
ness said that he was a member of the Asso- 
ciated Society of Locomotive Engineers and 
Firemen, but the action was not brought by 
the union. 

Who do you represent in this action?—I 
object to answering that question, in view 
of a document received fromthe company. If 
I get an assurance that the men will not be 
victimised I can answer. :

CLAIM FOR £5,614 


€— 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON, AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 


An appeal was brought on behalf of the 
British and South American Steam Naviga- 
tion Company, St. Mary Axe, London, from 
an order of the High Court dismissing their 
application to have discharged an order of 
the Court which gave to .Thomas Shipsey, 
Secretary, and suing on behalf of, the Water- 
ford Harbour Commissioners, liberty to issue 
a plenary summons for service on them out 
of the jurisdiction, claiming £5,614 for light- 
ing, buoying, and dispersing the wreck of 
the Company’s steamship, Hermione, within 
the limits of the Port and Harbour of 
Waterford. 

It appeared that so long ago as the 14th 
April, 1917, the steamship, Hermione, was on 
a voyage from South America to a port in 
England and struck a mine off the Irish 
coast. She was towed into Waterford 
Harbour by the British sloop, Daffodil. She 
sank on the same evening, and steps were 
taken to salvage some of the cargo. In the 
following month, the Harbour Commissioners, 
pursuant to their powers under the Merchant 
Shipping Act, took possession of the wreck. 
Further salvage operations on behalf of the 
Commissioners resulted in salvage amounting 
to over £35,000. The Commissioners claimed 
£906, balance of the expenses incurred in 
lighting and buoying the wreck, and £4,708, 
expenses incurred in dispersing the wreck. 
It was submitted, on behalf of the com- 
pany, that the cause in respect of which 
the Commissioners, through their Secretary, 
sought to bring the action did not come 
within the limits of Order 11, Rule 1, of the 
High Court Rules, which was concerned with 
eontract. The order of the High Court had 
been made on the ground that a contract had 
been entered into between the Commissioners 
and the company under Section 16 of the 
Waterford Harbour Act, 1904, but no con- 
tract was created by this statute. 

For the Commissioners, it was argued that. 
the Waterford Harbour Act being a local

to have entered into a contract with the 
the expenses claimed.

A BORDER DISPUTE 


ROLLED INTO FREE 
STATE | 
—— 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA AND MR. 
JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

Henry Murray Lee, a sergeant in the 
Royal Ulster Constabulary, stationed at 
Enniskillen, appealed from the findings of a 
jury and judgment entered by Circuit Judge 
Sheehy for £10 in favour of Patrick Gallen, 
of Ballyconnell, Co. Cavan, in his action 
against him for damages for entry and tres- 
pass on the plaintiff's lands at Aughrim, Co. 
Cavan, and for assault, 

The appeal was taken on the grounds that 
the findings were unsupported by the evi- 
dence, and that they were against the weight 
of evidence; and that the Circuit Judge mis- 
directed himself in point of law in holding 
that the Circuit Courts of Saorstat Eireann 
had jurisdiction to hear the action, because 
the defendant was a permanent resident in 
Northern Ireland without any _ profession, 
— or occupation in Southern Ire- 
and.

The action, said Mr. Lavery, arose out of 
an incident on the border between Northern 
Ireland and the Free State on the 21st Feb- 
ruary, 1934. Gallen lived in the Free State 
just inside the border, and on this date 
Sergeant Lee was on Customs duty in 
Northern Ireland. He was sitting on the 
wall of a ruined house when he accosted 
Gallen. It might be that the Sergeant was 
sitting in Northern Ireland and that his legs 
were dangling over Free State territory. 
After he aceosted Gallen, both men got into 
handigrips, and the sergeant maintained that 
this occurred on the Northern Ireland side 
on a slope near the ruins where he had been 
sitting. Gallen, a powerful man, threw him- 
self on the ground, and rolled into the Free 
State. Sergeant Lee's case was that he let 
his man go before they came to the Free 
State border, and got back safely to 
Northern Ireland, and that he had not as- 
saulted or handled Gallen in the Fra State 
territory. He said he had seized the respon- 
dent in Northern Treland and had released 
him before they rolled into Free State terri- 
tory. 

Mr. Lavery argued that there was no juris- 
diction in the Circuit Court in this country 
to adjudicate in the case. Gallen’s case was 
that he was assaulted in the Free State, 
and that the Court had full jurisdiction to 
hear and determine the case. 

At the conclusion of the arguments, the 
Court reserved judgment, .

, tion. occurs, the cattle waste rapidly, and 
death may 


ensue unless the disease is 
checked. Some cattle recover from the 
attack, or it may be so mild as to pass un- 
noticed; but such animals may act as 
““carriers ” of the disease and convey it to 
other cattle, especially where the carriers 
have been removed where the disease has not 
previously occurred. 


Preventive Measures 


Prevention is best effected by attacking 
the tick which causes the trouble. It has 
been found that the ticks find an ideal shelter 
and brveding ground in old, rough grazing 
which has not been broken up for years. 
Land which is regularly ploughed and 
eropped, and en which no shelter is available, 
for the ticks is usually free from the disease. 
Accordingly, land on which outbreaks of 
“redwater'” have occurred, should be broken 
up if at all possible. Where, however, 
ploughing cannot be conveniently carried out, 
the fields should either be cut for hay, or 
an attempt made to clear the land of any 
rough vegetation which may be growing on 
it. Patches of old coarse grass should be 
mown off, and bushes, whins, overgrown 
fences and ditches cleared. After the hay 
has been removed or the coarse yrazing cut 
off, a dressing of copper sulphate (blue- 
stone) and sand should be given to fill the 
ticks. An application ot 4 cwt. copper sul- 
phate and 2 cwt. sand per statute acre 1s 
generally recommended for this »nrpose. Pro- 
vided the dressing is evenly distributed, 
there is no risk of reisoning stock grazing on 
the land afterwards, i 


Manuring the Land 


The dressing should be followed by an 
application of a phosphatic manure to pro- 
mote the growth of good grass and to en- 
courage stock to graze more closely. For 
autumn or winter application, a dressing of 
high-grade basis slag, gafsa rock phosphate, 
or semsol, at the rate of from 6 to 8 cwt. 
per statute acre, is recommended. If the 
dressing is to be given during the cpring or 
summer months, superphosphate, at “he rate 
of from 3 to 4 cwt. per statute acre, should 
be applied. In addition to the application of 
phosphate manure a dressing of. 14 cwt. 
potash salts and 1 cwt. agricultural salt per 
acre should be given. 

The grazing of horses and sheep on land 
where ‘‘redwater’’ disease is prevalent offers 
an alternative method of controlling the dis- 
ease, as these stock are immune from attacks. 
It has been found that if cattle are kept off 
infected land for about one year, and if the 
land is kept closely grazed with horses and 
sheep during that time, cattle may be grazed 
thereon afterwards without much risk of 
attacks occurring. A further advantage in 
grazing sheep on infected land is that when 
dipping is carried out the ticks which have 
attached themselves to the sheep are de- 
stroyed, so lessening .the risk of cattle be- 
coming infected. 


Methods of Treatment 


Cattle-grazing on land subject to “ red- 
water ” outbreaks should be examined from 
time to time for the presence of ticks, . These 
pests, in addition to transmitting the disease, 
are a source of worry to the beasts and hinder 
good thriving if present in large numbers. 
They are most usually found about the lower 
parts of the beasts, particularly inside the 
flanks. -A convenient method of destroying 
ticks on cattle is to dress the infested parts 
of the animals with the “ Polvo” soap wash, 
as recommended for the destruction of ox- 
warble fly maggots in cattle. The wash is 
made up by dissolving 1lb. “Polvo” powder 
and {lb, soft soap in a gallon of water. 

Treatment of cattle suffering from “ red- 
water’ is best carried out by a veterinal} 
surgeon. Affected animals should be housed 
and subjected to as little abuse as possible, 
The most recent treatment for “redwater” is 
the administration of a prepared injection 
supplies of which most veterinary surgeons 
have at hand. This has proved satisfactory 
when applied in the early stages of the 
disease, ' 
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SEPARATED MILK V, 
MILK SUBSTITUTES

IMPORTANCE IN PIG-FEEDING 
Te usé of separated milk in rations for 


‘pigs provides one of the. most remune- 

rative methods of disposing of this by- 
product of the dairying industry, as separated 
milk possesses a high feeding value; besides, 
when milk is used, there is no necessity to 
spend money on comparatively expensive milk 
substitutes. If, therefore, separated milk is 
available, the problem of making cheap and 
efficient balanced rations for pigs 18 one which 
is easily solved, but where milk is not avail- 
able the pis feeder is confronted with the 
problem of-finding a suitable substitute, This 
problem arises on the milk-producing farm 


| principally during the winter, when supplies 


of milk are low, and on other farms through- 
out the entire year, as it is impossible to 
obtain a satisfactory thrive in pigs unless 
either milk or a milk substitate is fed, The 
results of investigations of the efficiency of 
milk substitutes are, therefore. of the utmost 
importance to every pig feeder. 


Efficient Milk Substitutes 


In experiments, which were commenced in 
1931 in Northern Ireland, the first step was 
to demonstrate the fact that certain protein- 
rich foods, when added to the basal ration in 
suitable sn. gabe were efficient substitutes 
for separated milk Accordingly, in the case 
of the initial tests, one lot of pigs received 
three pints separated milk per head daily in 
addition to the basal meal mixture, a second 
lot received the same basal ration as was fed 
to the separated milk lot. plus 10 per cent. 
extracted soya bean meal and 2Ib. mineral 
sasta) ope cwt, meal mixture, instead of the 
separated milk; while the third lot received 
the same basal ration, but with 10 per cent. 
hi h-grade meat meal as the milk substitute. 

he mineral mixture consisted of two parts 
ground limestone, two parts steamed bone 


flour and one part common salt, while the 


basal ration consisted of a mixture of maize 
meal, pollard, ground oats and bran. 


Substitutes Compared - 


Both milk substitutes produced as good 
average daily live-weight increases as the 
separated milk, while actually reducing the 
cost of doing so, The feeding-stuffs were

made by Mr. P. J. Halliden, Secretary, Irish 
Dairy Shorthorn Breeders’ Association, in a 
broadcast from Cork. He also suggested 
that under the Livestock Breeding Act 
licences should be given only to young bulls 

ood dairying strain. He also stressed 
the importance of retaining proven bulls and 


mating them with the heifers from cows 
which had given high milk yields. There 
were, he said, 200 cow testing associations 


in the Irish Free State, and during the 
periods of from six to ten years, the average 
milk vields of herds under test had increased 
by as much as 300 gallons per cows, 

There were figures to prove that the milk 
yields of daughters had increased as com- 
pared with those of their dams, but the 
majority of our farmers did not pay sufficient 
attention to the selection of a good stock 
bull. The custom of selecting a bull on his 
appearance without any reference to his per- 
formances was wrong. 


Selecting the Bull 


The Trish dairy shorthorn cow, he said, 
was the foundation of the dairying industry 
in Ireland. Ninety-five per cent. of the dairy 
cows were of the shorthorn type. They bred 
calves which were turned into beef at an 
early age, and were thus essentially dual 
purpose cattle. I'armers had concentrated, 
with marked success, on retaining the dual 
purpose character of their cattle. Necessity 
and prudence had dictated that course. . 

There are, he added, 1,300,000 dairy cows 
in the Free State, but the average milk yield 
of the whole. lot is not more than 430 gallons 
per cow, including a number with averages 
ranging from 800 to 1,500 gallons. Cows with 
a yield of: less than 400 gallons, said Mr. 
Halliden, are « loss to the owner, and should 
be sent to the Roscrea Meat Meal Factory. 
These robber cows could be identified by 
keeping milk records, under the auspices of 
cow-testing associations. In this way robbers 
could be got rid of and the average milk 
yield increased. 


Increased Milk Yields 


The average yield of all the cows under test 
was 550 gallons, or 120 gallons over the 
average for all the dairy cows in the country. 
If this increase became general it would re- 
present an addition of two and a half millions 
sterling.to the dairy farmers’ income, or 
sufficient to pay all the land annuities. Cow- 
testing associations also had thei educational 
value, because young farmers keeping thé 
records could see how the cows were pro- 
gressing. 3 

In this connection he alluded to . the 
work done for cow-testing by the Irish Dairy 
Shorthorn Breeders’ Association through its 
annual conferences and the presentation of 
challenge cups, one of which was recently won 
by a K lmallock dairy farmer with a cow 
which yielded over 1,900 gallons of milk, 
worth £38 10s. The non-pedigree, or com- 
mon, Irish cow, he remarked, was the founda- 
tion of the dairying industry, and something 
should be done to prevent her being crossed 
indiscriminately with beef bulls,

poultry are aimed at, it is essential 
that the birds selected for breeding 
purposes should be well-matured, vigorous, 
and free from disease and deformities. It 
is a mistake to replace older hens which have 
roved to be good breeders and producers of 
fertile eggs by younger birds which are an 
“unknown quantity ” as far as breeding 
abilities are concerned. Male birds which 
have proved to be good stock birds should 
not be discarded if it is at all possible te 
retain them. 
Breeding from pullets is not recommended 
as it invariably leads to deterioration and 
weakness in the progeny.

Feeding 


The birds in the breeding pens should 
now be fed so as to encourage egg produc- 
tion. If milk is available it is excellent 
for speeding up the start of laying and for 
keeping the birds in a fit condition. The 
addition of about 1 quart of good quality 
cod-liver oil to each cwt. of mash is also 
advantageous as it aids in improving 
fertility and hatchability. Further, the grain 
ration of the breeders should contain some 
wheat and maize. 

The birds should be mated for at least 
ten days before eggs are required for hatch- 
ing, and, it is a good plan to test fertility 
by setting a hatch under a hen prior to put- 
ting down incubator hatches. | : 


Overhaul Incubators 


If not already done, preparations should 
Incubators should be 
examined and tested to ensure that they are 
in working order. All incubators should be 
thoroughly cleaned and disinfected at the 
beginning of the hatching season and again 
after each hatch is completed.

It was the occasion of the 
formal opening. by Mr. Frank Aiken, 
Minister for Defence, of their splendid new 
waterworks, and also the ceremony of con- 
ferring the freedom of the town on Presi- 
dent de Valera. 
For three years now the people of the 
city have gone in fear of a water shortage. 
Indeed, during the drier periods, the 
water supply had to be rationed, especially 
owing to the establishment of several new 
industries in the town. The new water- 
works will provide for a supply of one 
million gallons per day, although if the 
occasion arises it will be capable of provid- 
ing double this quantity of water. The 
Corporation decided to go forward 
with the scheme last January, ex- 
pecting that it would be completed 
by the end of July. The consulting 
engineer, Mr.: Nicholas O’Dwyer, B.E., 
M Inst.C.E.I., M.Inst.W.E., was in- 
structed to prepare the plans, and the con- 
tract was given to Messrs. Murray and 
McCarten, of Kilmessan, County Louth. 
Owing to some difficulty there was delay, 
but the scheme was completed reecntly at 


a cost of £30,000.

By means 
of two electrically-driven pumps the water 
is pumped from the canal, and continues 
along. a 2,500 yards pipe to the high level 
at Stalleen, where there is a reinforced 
concrete tank, capable of holding one 
million gallons of water. The supply 1s 
then taken through 6,000 yards of piping 
to the third section of the schome, which 
is situated at Lagavorren, about a mile 
from the city. This consists of slow sand 
filters, together with a reinforced concrete 
service reservoir, with a capacity of half- 
a-million gallons. From this reservoir two 
further pipes are laid down—one bringing 
the filtered water for domestic purposes, 

and the other unfiltered water for indus- 

trial purposes—into the city itself. The 
work of this section was carried out by the 
South of Ireland Asphalt Company. 

As a result water for drinking and for 

commercial uses will be available for all 

residents and commercial undertakings. 

The pump-house at the in-take is operated 

by the Electricity Supply Board, which 
installed the power-house for the purpose, 

and which will be responsible for mainten- \ 
ance. It consists of 340 brake horse-power, 

and will be increased ultimately to 500 

horse-power.

In reply, President de Valera said that 
he appreciated the high honour conferred 
on him.

Mr. Ebby Edwards 


For the next few| weeks we are likely to 
hear a great ddal about Mr. Ebby 
Edwards, the Secretary of the Miners’ 
Federation of Great Britain; whose 
members by an overwhelming majority 
have voted to strikq if that be necessary to 
enforee their claim for a two-shillings a 
day increasé in wages, Mr. Edwards is a 
Northumberland man who has just entered 
his fifties. He got his first job in the 
coal mines at th¢ age of twelve, and, 
like his predecessors, the late A. J. Cooke 
and Mr. Frank Hodges, whom he suc- 
ceeded in that order, he has been a strong 
advocate of definitely working-class educa 
tion. Under schemes fathered by the 
Miners’ Federation) he was sent for a time 
from the mines to Ruskin College, Oxford, 
and was one of the group of left wing 
students who led the Ruskin revolt, out 
of which grew the teaching and pro- 
pagandist organisption known as the 
Plebs League and| the Marxian rival to 
Ruskin, the Londdn Labour College. It 
was these bodies which organised what is 
now the widespread movement described 
as Independent Working Class Education, 
which is organised ón a strictly class basis. 
Tt has thrown up as products hundreds of 
the most active Labour leaders in Great 
Britain, both in industry and in politics, 
Mr. Edwards was assistant financial secre- 
tary to the Northumberland Miners’ 
Association, and from 1920 its financial 
secretary and agent, until he rose to the 
highest post in the gift of the British 
coal miners, the} secretaryship of the 
Miners’ Federation, in succession to Mr. 
Hodges. Unlike the railwaymen and other 
groups, 


the min¢ers never send their 
Federation Secretary to Parliament. Mr. 
Kdwards’s headgepr used to—and may 
still—be a cloth cap.

Balfour’s policy to be tntirely mistaken. 

In his paper, the lecturer continued, he said 
that he hoped to bring the common back- 
ground, both ot the policy of Home Rule 
and of “ killing Home Rule by kindness,” 
into proper relief, and to attempt to achieve 
this object by analysing the attitude of three 
Knglish statesmen of the period, why were 
only incidentally concerned with the Irish 
problem. As a consequence, he excluded 
names like those of Gladstone, Balfour and 
Llovd George, and proposed to deal, instead, 
with the policy and constitutional proposals 
put forward by Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, 
hy Lord Randolph Churchill and by Mr. 
Asquith. 

Since none of these statesmen was primarily 
concerned with Ireland their attitude did give 
a very valuable indication of the normal 
response of an intelligent Englishinan to the 
peculiarities of the Insh problem. It went far 
to explain why Home Kule proved unaccept- 
able to the majority of the English people, 
and why English political thought could offer 


no solution whereby it might avert a 
catastrophic climax to British rule in 
Treland 


MR. JOSEPH CHAMBERLAIN 


Mr. Chamberlain, the lecturer continued, 
was not interested in the Irish question till 
after 1880. In the 1880 Parliament he found 
that Ireland biocked the way to liberal re 
forms in England, and for this reason he 
decided that the Irish incubus must be re- 
moved. He pleaded for a policy of concilia- 
tion and reform, and threatened to resign in 
1882 if the grievances of the Irish people 
were not redressed; but at the same time 


he was steadily opposed to the separatist, 


ideals of Parnell. “We want,” he said, “to 
bind the Irish people to this country in bonds 
of unity and cordial union.”’ 

The proposals he maJe in 1885 intended by 
means of National Councils to devolve powers 
upon local legislatures, not merely in Ireland, 
but also in England, Scotland and Wales. 
The integrity of the United Kingdom was to 
he preserved by continued representation at 
Westminster. In fact, the continued 
supremacy of the Imperial Parliament was 
to him the supreme necessity. ‘This was the 
attitude which made him resign from Mr. 
Gladstone’s Ministry in 1886—a resixuation, 
which in fact, killed Home Rule. 


LORD RANDOLPH CHURCHILL 


If Mr. Chamberlain, the lecturer continued, 
was remembered in Lreland as the man who 
Killed Home Rule, Lord Randolph Churchill 
was remembered as the author of the jingling 
line: “ Ulster will ught, and Ulster will be 
right.” The latter phrase made it plain that 
Lord Randolph was a politician not unduly 
sensitive to the niceties of the dividing line 
between constitutional and unconstitutional 
opposition! In 1885 he wrote to a Tory 


friend: ‘‘The Orange card ig the one te 
play. Please God! it may gia the ace of 
We know, said the lecturer, that 


trumps.” 
the Unionist Party played the “Orange 
card’’ with frequency and with effect during 
the next half century. It was this conscious 
endeavour to play off the North against the 
South that did more than anything else to 
undermine the prestige and the good name of 
English parties among the Irish people. 

It must not be supposed, however, that 
Lord Randolph was a stern unbending Tory. 
In 1877 he ele that he could not vote 
for Home Rule because that would mean the 
exclusion of the Irish members from West- 
minster, and without them more than one- 
third of the life and the soul of the House 
of Commons would be lost! ‘‘A. House,” he 
said, ‘‘composed only of Englishmen and 
Scetsmen: would sink to the condition of a 
vestry.” And more seriously he added, “I 
have no hesitation in saying that it is inatten- 
tion to Irish legislation that has, produced 
obstruction,”’ 


MR. ASQUITH 


As regards Mr. Asquith, the lecturer said 
that the thought, both of Mr. Asquith and 
of the Liberal Party, had been moulded by 
Mr. Gladstone, and the latter’s policy of 1885 
became Mr. Asquith’s policy in 1910. 

By 1912, Mr. Asquith pointed out the vast 
majority of the representatives of the Irish 
people had demanded Home Rule for close 
on 40 years. ‘‘Could a demand constitu- 
tionally proposed and consistently supported,” 
he said, ‘‘be indefinitely ignored under a 
democratic system of Government ?’’ 

The answer was the Home Rule Bill of 
1912, which by the passing of the Parliament 
Act oi 1911, could no longer be effectively 
blocked by the House of Lords. The Ulster 
question, however, was thereby raised sn its 
most acute form. Should the Unionist 
counties be given an opportunity to contract 
out in the bill as introduced, or should this 
concession be reserved for a later stage’? 
The Cabinet decided on the latter course, 
largely because Mr. Asquith was determined 
the Government policy should be a policy 
for the whole of Ireland. 

“Tn the light of after events,’ 
lecturer, “TI think this decision was a 
mistake. However admirable in principle 
it would have been politically wiser to have 
given the Unionist majority certain substan- 
tial safeguards in the bill, whilst at the same 
time making it clear that the Home Rule 
Parliament would be the supreme Legislature 
for Ireland.”’ 

Mr. Asquith’s Irish policy, however, the 
lecturer continued, was never brought to a 
conclusion. In the summer of 1914 the 
Buckingham Palace Conference attempted a 
settlement of the Irish deadlock. As Mr, 
Churchill wrote, with unconecealed disgust, in 
his book, ‘‘ The World Crisis ’’: ‘‘ At that 
moment the future of Great Britain depended 
upon the disposition of clusters of humble 
parishes in Ulster. In search of an exit from 
the deadlock the Cabinet toiled around the 
muddy byways of Fermanagh and Tyrone.’’ 

The outbreak of the European War post- 
poned the necessity for decision, and Mr. 
Asquith’s policy for MIreland remains 
suspended on an “if ’’—would there’ have 
been civil war if the European War had not 
intervened ? 

In concluding, the lecturer said there was 
very little development in the views on the 
Irish question expressed by those English 
statesmen. When one remembers the changes 
in other fields this inelasticity in outlook was 
remarkable. It indicated either a problem 
insoluble in accordance with their precon- 
ceived assumptions or se se minds. 

Perhaps, however, he concluded, as Lord 
Morley has reminded us, there is in history 
such a thing as an insoluble problem. May 
it not have been that the settlement of Ireland

He made the Welsh language essen- 
tial to religious observance, and but for him 
there would be little Welsh spoken in Wales 
to-day. 

The great Dr, MacHale, Archbishop of 
Tuam, endeavoured to follow Wesley’s 
example, but, unfortunately, did not get 
national support. Mussolini, I have heard, 
ordered, under severe penalties, the people of 
the Tyrol, where German was spoken, to 
speak Italian or to keep their mouths closed. 
They soon learned to speak Italian. 

If the policy is bi-lingualism, then the 
present drive is too rapid. The children 
should be guided to acquire Irish through a 
spirit of patriotism, and not forced to consider 
it .a task. A competent Committee of 
Enquiry to collect evidence and report on the 
practicability of the present, programme from 
the standpoints both of bi-lingualism and uni- 
lingualism is a matter of urgency.

recognised concurrently with a series of 
treaties of alliance with Great Britain and 
all the Domrnions. Such treaties would en- 
able the Saorstat to effect a substantial 
domestic economy by eliminating the regular 
army and confining defence to the militia 
battalions.

Mr.. Dickey advocated the grading of such 
vegetables as cabbages and apples. Some 
growers, he said, had instituted a grading ar- 
rangement in regard to cabbages, and, as a 
result, they enjoyed quite a reputation in the 
Dublin market, and were able to get better 
prices for their produce. A grower who 
attended to uniformity and quality in his 
supplies gained the confidence of the cus- 
tomer and made business for himself, 


LITTLE BUSINESS 


The procedure in regard to the disposal 
of potatoes was such that very little business 
was done in the market, the supplies being 
hawked round the city shops by the factors. 
He condemned the practice of allowing sales 
to take place in the market before the day’s 


business began. An efficient grading system 
would, he stated, eliminate all possibility of 
deception, and would ensure a remunerative 
price for the producers. . 

Mr. J. B. Whelehan, a member of the 
Commission, referred to Irish apples placed 
on the Dublin market. ‘‘I don’t think,” he 
said, ‘‘ that I have seen a decent barrel of 
Irish apples in the Dublin market. It is 
quite possible that I was unfortunate in the 
times of my visits, but, apart altogether from 
the purposes of this inquiry, I have “gone 
there on many occasions, and it has always 
been the same story. They are a dreadful- 
looking lot, and the auctioneers naturally 
rush them off as fast as they can. 

Witness—‘‘ Those apples should not be 
allowed into the market. I think the man 
who sends rotten apples to the market ought 
ie be prosecuted.’’ 

Asked what price he would expect to be 

aid for apples in an average year, Mr. 
Dickey said that he would not like to grow 
them unless he were assured of a minimum 
of 15s. per cwt. for graded apples of good, 
sound quality and fair size. That price 
would, however, be very low, having regard 
to the cost of production. To pay for pack- 
ing and carriage, they would require to sell 
at £1 per cwt, 

When Mr. Whelehan drew attention to .the 
difference in the marketing procedure—TIrish 
apples auctioned within a limited period, 
while the foreign product remained on the 
stand all the week—the witness explained 
that the importers knew exactly what price 
was required to give them a profit, and they 
simply waited until they got that price. The 
home grower was unaware of the value of 
his produce until he felt the tone of the 
market 


GRADING DESIRABLE 


Mr. J. Clibborn Hill, Chairman’ of the 
South County Dublin Horticultural Society, 
stated that grading was very desirable in 
regard to fruit and vegetables, and if they 
started with apples a good day’s work would 
have been done. On the whole, apples were 
marketed in a worse condition than any 
other fruit. Soft fruits were not so bad, 
The great difficulty about growing apples— 
and fruit generally—so far as Ireland was 
concerned, was the loss sustained through 
pilfering. Small growers were constantly 
being robbed. . 

For instance, in the Dun Laoghaire dis- 
trict he had known three gardens to have 
been cleared of fruit in one morning, 

Prices in the Dublin market, the witness 
said, were ridiculously low owing to the 
system prevailing. If apple grading were 
introduced, the standard at the outset would 
need to be very reasonable. Vegetables, 
generally, needed to be marketed in a more 
hygienic condition.

Is there, then, matter for delight to be 
found in the effect of the economic war on 
the rates position? It is possible that nobody, 
save Mr. Moore, has ever really understood 
the mentality of our farmers, and for all we 
kuow nothing raises a farmer’s heart like a 
good stiff rate warrant and a peremtory 
demand for cash. The position in this con- 
nection, to the ordinary mind, would appear 
to be extremely disquieting.

This money has, how- 
ever, to be found some way in the vanous 
counties. This is certainly a curious way to 
give effect to the promises of Fianna Fail 
that the burdens on the farmers would be 
relieved by derating agricultural land out cf 
the retained land annuities. 

Perhaps, on the other hand, Mr. Moore 
means to suggest that the farmers’ delight 
is not so much in their own or in the 
country’s losses as in the compensation which 
théy are alleged to receive for those losses, 
That, at any rate, is the President’s sug- 
gestion, The curious mentality is to he 
attributed to the farmers, of a man delighted 
to see his house being burned down because 
he hopes to get compensation. The parallel 
does not hold, because the farmer in his 
capacity of taxpayer is paying his own com- 
pensation out of his own pocket and 
practically every scheme initiated by the 
Government to counteract the effects of the 
economic war results in increased taxation, 
and, a feature always greatly appreciated by 
farmers, increased cost of administration, 
Does it then cause ‘‘ intense joy ” to farmers 
to realise that we are paying £6,000,000 more 
in ‘ordinary taxation” plus £4,000,000 more 
in “hidden taxation,” making in all 
£10,000,000, or £3 6s. 8d. pet head more than 
in “ pre-economic war ” days?

I wonder why the Minister has insisted on 
the retention of Section 16 (fixing the propor- 
tion of women in any industry), in spite of 
the strong opposition of women workers. 
doubt very much if there is any substantial 
demand for this section from any class of the 
public. Employés did not ask for it, and 
the Trade Union Congress is opposed to it. I 
have a certain amount of |sympathy with his 
desire to prevent the exploitation of ‘chea 
female labour in unsuitable trades, but 
think it is foolish to try to do so against 
the expressed wishes of) organised women 
workers. There may be á case for the pro- 
hibition of female labour) for certain classes 
of work, but if the work is really unsuitable | 
cannot see that fixing a ——— of female 
labour is any remedy. 


In regard to holidays, ‘ DOUGLAS said: 


To my mind, the most satisfactory method 
of giving an annual holiday is for a factory 
to close down for one week in the summer. 
The workers concerned can ail count then on 
a regular holiday at a suitable time of the 
year instead of being liable to have to take 
their holiday in turn, with the result that a 
large number have to take their annual leave 
at a time of the year whith is unsuitable for 
holidays. As the bill now stands it will be 
very difficult for firms to| adopt. the plan of 
an annual closing week |without additional 
expense. A new section should be added to 
the bill allowing companies to submit schemes 
for annual closing, if they desire to do so, 
and, if such schemes are approved, the com- 
panies should be exempted from the relevant 
section of the bill. Sub-section (5) of Section 
24 seems to me to be objectionable in its pre- 
sent form. It permits workers to take on 
other industrial work during their holiday 
week, provided that that work is not of the 
same kind as that in which they usually 


engage. If a company pays a worker during 
his holiday it should be reasonably entitled 
to expect that the worker shall obtain some 
benefit from the holiday. 


SERIOUS DIFFICULTIES 


Apparently this bill ang all its parts will 
become law at the same time. I believe this 
may cause serious difficulty for many trades. 
There are a number of provisions in the bill 
which enable the Minister to make snecial 
orders or issue licences to meet special circum: 
stances. It will take some time before the 
Minister can receive the applications and pre- 
pare the necessary orders, ard, in the mean- 
time, all industries will he obliged to obey 
the bill as it stands, which may cause serious 
dislocations. I think there ought to be some 
provision by which some parts of the bill 
will not come imto operation until an order 
is made. 

I welcome the provisjons for a Wages 
Agreements Register, but I am doubtful if 
the bill will work satisfactorily as it stands 
at present. If our new "pocential are to pro- 


gress and develop it is essential that there 
should be a period of fieedom from strikes 
or lock-outs. Where agreements are made 
they should be binding fon both sides until 
the agreement terminates. Why confine the 
Register of Agreements to wages only? If 
any matter relating to employment conditions 
is suitable for an agreement between em- 
ployers and trade unions} why should it not 
be suitable for registration? There is no 
provision to prevent traíle unions from en- 
deavouring to get workers to strike in order 
to break a registered agreement. I do not 
suggest that trade unions who are party to 


an agreement will try : go back on their

“A VERY USEFUL BILL” 
Mr. E. BLY THE said that he thought that 
the bill was a very useful one. He was glad 
that it was to be the prelude to other pills 
which would give them something like a com- 
plete cede to protect the interests of the 
workers as tar as they could be protected by 
legislation. ihe adinister, under some 
sections, had no power to cousult with repre- 
sentatives of the workers and the employers 
in making regulations. it would be oi advan- 
tage in these cases if there were a National 
Consultative Council to assist the Minister. 
‘Lhe question of equal pay for equal work 
could only be settled when they had 
established an adequate family allowance. 
Mr. KENNEDY said that the bill was not 
all that the working people wanted, but they 
realised that it was an effort to face many ol 
the present difficulties in industry. It would 
do much to assist the fair employer, who was 
placed at a disadvantage by the unfair 
employer, who would not adopt good cop- 
ditsons unless he was forced to do so. 

Mrs. CLARKE said that, as to Section 16, 
there were jobs which women were not. suited, 
but through sheer economic necessity they 
were driven into them. The Minister shouid 
have specified tue jobs for which women were 
not suited. ‘lo her mind, it was the thin 
end of the wedge to deprive women of employ- 
ment. By adopting it, the Senate would be 
agreeing to a dangerous thing. 4 

Mr. M. COMXN, K.C., said that he con- 
sidered that the bill aimed at legislation that 
was much in advance of that in any other 
country.

PAPER AT CHARTERED 
SURVEYORS’ MEETING 


Mr, John E. Green read a paper on ‘ The 
Law relating to the Architect and Quantity 
Surveyor '’ to the members of the Chartered 
Surveyors’ Jnstitution (Junior Organisation) 
at 110 Grafton street, Dublin, last night. 

Remarking on the frequency with which 
errors arose in the preparation of plans and 
specifications, Mr. Green said that the pre- 
paration of a bill of quantities entailed 
thousands of calculations, but the point at 
which an error ceased to be a minor mis- 
calculation and became a serious act of 
negligence and lack of skill was a question of 
fact for a jury. The position of an architect 
in a building contract was that of a general 
agent. An architect should not place undue 
reliance on his clerk of works, as, if the 
latter permits deviations from design, the 
architect will be liable to the building owner 
for negligent supervision of the works. An 
architect may render himself personally 
liable to a firm supplying materials unless he 
expressly ordered them as the agent of his 
employer. There was generally no express 
agreement between the building owner and 
the architect. It was interesting to note that 
in some cities in America architects were 
responsible for structural defects appearing 
within ten years in buildings designed and 
es ty by them.

BURTONPORT, Wednesday. 


HE bodies of two victims of the Arran- 
more disaster—a man and a girl— 
were found to-day within a few miles of 
the place where the nineteen persons were 
drowned while on their way from Burton- 
port to Arranmore Island, on the night 
of November 9th. Neither of the bodies 
has been identified. 

The man’s body was washed ashore this 
morning at Magheranglamm, Dunloe, 
about four miles south of the scene of 
the accident. The only clothing on the 
body was a woollen jersey. 

Later the girl’s y was found at 
Inismeal, a mile from Burtonport Har- 
bour, and three miles west of the point 
where the boat carrying the islanders was 
lost. ‘The body was much decomposed. 

Both bodies were taken from Burton- 
port Harbour to Arranmore this evening, 
and will be buried on the island to-morrow 
afternoon. It is believed that friends will 
be able to identify the bodies by the 
clothing. 

The search for the other bodies will be 
continued around the area to-morrow, as 
eight of the party are still missing. 

Our Derry correspondent states that the 
body of the man was discovered by Neal 
O’Donnell, aged fifteen. On it was a blue 
jersey, a circumstance which suggested 
that the body was that of one of the 
islanders who had crossed from Arran- 
more to Burtonport to welcome the har- 
vesters on their return from Scotland. 
The body is much disfigured. It is 
believed to be either that of Ned 
Gallagher. the island boatman,~ who, 
together with his four sons and two 
daughters, perished in the wreck, or that 
of Ned Ward, of Aphort. 

The body of the girl was found by John 
Bonner, of Burtonport. i 

Both bodies were taken to the island 
church for burial in the churchyard after 
Mass at eleven o'clock to-day. They had 
not been identified last night, but are ex- 
pected to be identified in time for the 
funeral. It is understood that no inquest 
will be held. 

The parish priest at Dungloe has 
appointed a committee to watch for the 
appearance of other bodies.

“TWO SHOCKING

She had: been employed at Dr. Ruxton’s 
house for three years. Witness last saw 
her on the Sunday before she disappeared. 
Dr. Ruxton came to see her (Mrs. Rogerson) 
nearly a fortnight after that, saying he had 
come to see her about Mary. e said: 
“I think she has started going with boys. 
She had a laundry boy.” He added: “ Mrs. 
Ruxton has taken her away to see if they 
can do anything about it.” The doetor 
came back later and saw her husband. The 
following week she and her husband went 
to Dr. Ruxton’s house, 

Mrs. Rogerson said that Dr. Ruxton started 
at a later interview talking about his wife, 
and said: “I feel so lost when Mrs. Kirwan 
has gone home at night. I look around the 
drawingroom, and there is a beaxtiful picture 
of my wife which I had painted. Mary has 
been in conjunction with my wife deceiving 
— and I sometimes feel I could choke them 

oth.”” 

When Mrs. Rogerson replied that she hoped 
he would not, Dr. Ruxton said: ‘‘ Oh, no. 
I am frantic. I do not know what I am say- 
ing. I do not mean that. I feel sometimes 
I could gas myself, and would do so but for 
my poor children.”

It consisted 
of the torn front page. Fragments of it 
produced jn Court had been mounted on a 
sheet of transparent celluloid. 

Evidence was given that Dr. Ruxton was 
supplied with a Sunday newspaper on Sep. 
tember 5. The man who delivered the paper 
at Dr. Ruxton’s house on that date knocked 
three times, but received no answer, so he 
— the paper under the door. He 

nocked because he was usually paid every 
three weeks. 

A tattered piece of a Sunday newspaper 
was identified as one of a local edition circu- 
lated in Morecambe and Lancaster. 

The hearing was adjourned until to-day, 
Dr. Ruxton being taken to Lancaster Poli-e 
Station. Throughtout the day he followed 
the evidence intently, and made entries in a 
notebook.

The Government quickly took steps to deal 
with the situation, and after a severe 
bombardment by guns and from the air, 
supplemented by a bayonet charge of loyal 


Government troops, the rebels surrendered. 


The barracks caught fire during the 
bombardment, and are stil] blazing. 


TROOPS ENCOURAGED 


Dr. Getulio Vargas was present during 
the assault on the barracks, and before 
the troops went into action he encouraged 
them with an inspiring speech. 

The Government claim that the rebel 
movement has now been virtually sup- 
ressed in the capital. During the fight- 
ing in Rio three officers and a number of 
troops attached to the aviation school were 
killed. 

According to official advices from Natal, 
the capital of Rio Grande do Norte, the 
rebels have abandoned the city. The 
Government state that some of them have 
embarked on the Lloyd Brasileiro steamer 
Santos for an unknown destination, while 
their leaders seized a Condor "plane and 
flew off, also to an unknown destination. 


TO BOMBARD CITY 


The Brazilian cruisers, the Bahia and 
the Rio Grande do Sul, which have raced 
northwards from here since yesterday 
morning, are expected to arrive off Port 
Natal to-day. They intended to bombard 
the city immediately.

made this year, with the result that a sum of 
over £500,000 was unprovided for when the 
rates were struck last year. 


£1,100,000 DEFICIT 


He said that there would be a deficit rest- 
ing on the local authorities of £1,100,000 for 
which no provision had been made. Prece- 
dents wut be set up by which persons 
going into the courts to assert their rights 
against the Government would find them 
taken away by ad ‘hoe legislation. That was 
a disastrous and shocking precedent to estab- 
lish. A second consequence would be 
that local authorities would become revenue 
collectors for the Central Government, and if 
they failed to collect they would be allowed 
to go bankrupt, with disastrous results to 
local services. He urged the House to im- 
mediately reject the pill. 

On a division the first reading stage was 
passed by 47 votes for and 29 against. 


EXPIRING LAWS 
The Expiring Laws Bill, 1935, was taken 


on the Committee stage. | 

Mr. MacENTEE, Minister for Finance, said 
that it was in relation to the Central Pur- 
chasing Act. It was intended to introduce 
a permanent measure at an early date. 

fr. RUTTLEDGE, Minister for Justice, 
said that the Rent and Mortgage Restrictions 
Act had not interfered with speculative build- 
ing, as the Act did not affect houses built 
since 1919. If the recent decision in the 
Courts in the Donnelly case had a wide effect 
action would have been taken; but the Go- 
vernment were satisfied that very few people 
were affected by that decision. He received 
several representations from organisations 
of town tenants, and had asked them to fur- 
nish examples and cases of grievantes they 
cited in order that they could be examined. 
That was not unreasonable. An announce- 
ment would shortly be made of the action 
that the Government intended to take. 

Mr. DAVIN (Labour, Leix-Offaly) said that 
the Minister had the report of the Meredith 
Commission, which contained information 
that should justify the Minister in bringing 
in a Town Tenants Bill as was ontiniiad by 
President de Valera at the election of 1932. 

Mr. RUTTLEDGE—The demands made to- 
day by town tenants were very different to 
those made at the Commission. The matter 
of compulsory purchase was not raised then. 

The Committee and final stages were 
agreed to. 


LABOURERS BILL 


The debate was resumed on the second 
stage of the Labourers Bill. 

Mr. DAVIN (Lab., Leix-Offaly) said that 
the representatives of the teriants of 
labourers’ cottages would not receive the bill 
with any great enthusiasm. The greater 
portion of the benefit would go to the rate- 
payers rather than to the existing tenants. 

Mr. M. BRENNAN (U4:wr, Reneemmnen' 
said that the moneys withheld from the 
British had been used for revenue. purposes, 
and if anybody was making money out of it 
it was the Government.

SOCIAL CREDIT DELAY

CALGARY, Wednesday. 


Impatience at the delay in the inaugura- 
tion of the £5 a month social credit scheme 
of the new Premier, Mr. Aberhardt, is 
becoming visible in various ways. Despite 
Mr. Aberhardt’s repeated protestations 
that it is impossible to begin such pay- 
ments before 1937, promoters have appeared 
anxious to assist in launching the Utopian 
era without delay, and an organisation 
with headquarters at Edmonton, and de- 
scribed by the Premier as originating with 
the ‘‘ political opposition,” has been 
collecting considerable sums of money to 
finance an agitation for early action. 

Meanwhile Mr. Herbert Bruce-Broughan, 
of New York City, who accompanied Mr. 
Aberhardt on his visit. to Father Coughlin, 
the United States “radio” priest and 
opponent of England, at Detroit, has 
arrived at Edmonton. 

Mr. Broughan, who is stated to be 
Major Douglas’s representative in the 
United States, informed the Press that 
his plans had been stolen from his rooms 
at his hotel, but that he recommended an 
early launching of the social credit scheme 
tua a monthly dividend of £2 (instead of 

5).

A SUCCESSFUL YEAR 
The first annual general meeting of 
Irish Cinemas, Ltd., was held yesterday 
at the Engineers’ Hall, Dawson street, 
Dublin, at which meeting the directors’ re

Since that meeting the company has been 
erecting a new cinema on our site at Lime- 
rick, which it is hoped will be opened to the 
public on or about the 16th of next month. 
We are also making a large extension to the 


demands in that department. These two 
developments will result in an increase in the

PROPOSED FACTORY FOR 
NORTHERN IRELAND 


Lancashire cotton spinners propose to estab- 
lish a factory in Northern Ireland for the 
manufacture of mixed linen and cotton goods. 
Yesterday two of their representatives met 
the executive committee of the Ulster 
Farmers’ Union in Belfast, when it was 
stated that if a sufficient quantity of flax 
straw was available at reasonable prices the 
necessary manufacturing plant would be laid 
down in Northern Ireland. The union’s 
committee decided to call a conference of 
filax-growers, to discus; the proposal, after 
which further discussions between the execu- 
tive of the cotton spinners and the union will 
take place. 

Mr. David Wright, Secretary of the Union, 
told a reporter that the proposal promised 
a great development of the flax-growing 
industry in Northern Ireland and increased 
factory employment. 

The whole problem was one of the price 
to be paid to the flax producers. If that was 
amicably arranged the factory might be built 
next year. The mixing of linen and cotton 
is done at present in Northern Ireland on 
linen machines. The Lancashire spinners 
propose to use cotton machines, which use 
practically all the flax straw, including the

FINANCES OF 
SHOWMANSHIP 


AN EX-RECTOR’S FASTING 
EXHIBITION 


A light on the finances of showmanship on 
Blackpool Promenade was thrown by the 
action at Manchester Assizes yesterday, in 
which Harold Francis Davidson, ex-rector of 
Stiffkey, sued the Mayor, Aldermen and 
Burgesses of Blackpool for damages for 
alleged false imprisonment. 

The case arose out of Mr. Davidson's arrest 
and trial on a charge of attempted suicide, 
on which he was found not guilty and dis- 
charged. 

K.C. for Davidson, said 
that Davidson started a fast in a cabinet on 
July 25. “Tí a man says: ‘I am prepared 
to fast. for thirty-five days and I am prepared 
to die if necessary—as the Mayor of Cork 
died—if I am convinced my death will have 
the effect of securing the repeal of the Clergy 
Discipline Act,’ what person of common-sense 
would take that as a threat of suicide?” 

When Davidson was arrested on August ó 
he was in perfect health. In addition to

Opening the case for the State, Mr. 
Maguire said that the man Baine was stabbed 
to death in the house ot the prisoner, 
Cloherty. Baine was unmarried—a_hard- 
working young man, son of a small farmer, 
living. about nine miles outside Galway. He 
was a road worker for the Galway County 
Council, and had been constant employ- 
ment for a number of years past. He lived 
with his father, .Michael Baine, another 
brother and three sisters. On Saturday after- 
noon, the 8th June, he left home and 
travelled by "bus to Galway about 2.30. Wit- 
nesses would tell the jury that while between 
four and six he had a a drinks, they had 
no effect on him; that at 6.30 he was per- 
fectly sober, and that he was also quite sober 
when, about 8 o'clock, he was seen going in 
the direction of High street, Galway. 
Shortly after 8 o'clock he called into the 
grocery shop of a man named Luke Small, 
where he left a parcel and a bicycle. He 
went away and never returned. Some time 
before 8.30 he arrived at Cloherty’s house, 
and was seen by a Qvic Guard, who called 
there about another matter, sitting quietly 
by the fire. Cloherty was a scavenger em- 
ployed by the Galway Corporation from time 
to time, and his wife kept a boarding-house. 
Nora, a fifteen-year-old daughter of the 
accused man, was asked by Baine to get him 
a cup of tea. There was no one in the house 
then except Nora and some young children 
aud a man named Burke, who was there 
during all that occurred, but, unfortunately, 
through mental deficiency, he was unable to 
give any account of what happened. 

Nora Cloherty would tell them that when 
her father came in she heard him say to 
Baine, ‘‘ Are you waiting for anything?” to 
which Baine replied, ‘‘A cup of tea.” 
Cloherty told him to get out, and he repeated 
it. Nora Cloherty was apparently frightened, 
and she rushed the small children up stairs 
out. of the kitchen, and she heard Baine say, 
“Tf you vex me, you will be sorry.” She 
heard an argument going on, and next saw 
her father and Baine in grips, and then saw 
Baine walking out of the house bleeding from 
the neck. A motor driver found Baine in 
the street in a desperate condition. He put 
him in his motor car and took him to hospital, 
where he died soon after admission. 


A KNIFE IN HIS HAND 


Apparently Cloherty objected to his wife 

carrying on the boarding-house, and evidence 
would be given about some family squabbles, 
Cloherty had spent that afternoon in Galway, 
and had some drink taken, but evidence 
would be given that he was perfectly sober. 
When the Guards went to his house they saw 
Cloherty standing in the hall with a knife in 
his right hand. He was speaking in a loud 
voice. He accompanied the Guards to the 
barracks. Later, when it was learned that 
Baine had died, he was placed under arrest 
and charged. i : 
Mr. Maguire said that the gravity of the 
case was that a deadly weapon was used in 
the most vital part of the unfortunate dead 
man's body, and in a most deadly way. It 
was all the more serious by reason of the 
fact that Cloherty had not met Baine before 
Apparently he allowed himself to get into 
eck a condition, either through jealousy of 
his wife bringing péople into the house, or 
by reason of his objection to anybody being 
in the house, that he launched this deadly 
attack on the unfortunate man. 
Martin Baine, Drimcong, brother of the 
dead man, and Michael Baine, father, gave 
evidence of last seeing Thomas Baine leaving 
the house for the 2.30 'bus, and he was then 
in the best of health. 

John King, draper, High street, Galway, 
said that on the afternoon of the 8th June 
Thomas Baine called at his shop for some 
clothes. He left, but came back for the 
parcel about 6.30, and said that he was going 
to Confession. There was no change in him 
then from the time witness had seen him 
earlier. He would have noticed from his ex- 
pression if he had a quantity of drink taken. 

Martin Kyne, Moycullen, said that he 
cycled to Galway on Saturday, 8th June, 
and there he met Thomas Baine. He spent 
about two hours with him. He lent Baine 
his bicycle about six o'clock, At that time 
Baine was quite sober. Witness went home 
by ‘bus. In reply to Mr. Connolly witness 
said that he and Baine had two pints of 
porter in one publichouse and four bottles of 
stout in another. 


A CANDID WITNESS 


Matthias O’Connor, Ross, Killanin, said that 
he met Baine between 7.and 8 o'clock on the 
night of the occurrence, and they went into 
a publichouse and had three bottles of stout 
each. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—How many 
of porter, or bottles of stout, could you 
and still be sober? 

Witness—I suppose I could drink more 
than a dozen and still be sober. 

i Do you admit ever having been drunk ?— I 
0. 

Was it on stout ’—It was. 

And about how many did you take that 
time?—I could not tell you. 

Mr. Maguire—The witness is candid any 

way. 
James Halloran, Moycullen, said that he 
met the previous witness and Thomas Baine, 
and was speaking with them for about ten 
minutes. Baine had then no sign of drink 
on him. 

Luke Small, grocer and victualler, High 
street, Galway, said that Thomas Baine, ar 
appeared to be sober, left a parcel and 
bicycle at his shop between seven and eight. 
He never came back, and another man 
called for them the following dav. 

John Connolly, proprietor of Feely’s public 
house, Galway, said that Michael Cloherty 
came in to his public house at six o'clock, 
and again at eight, on the evening of the 
occurrence. At eight o’clock he had one pint, 
and witness had a few words with him. 
‘There was nothing then wrong with him, and 
he was not drunk. 

In reply to Mr. M. J. Connolly, cross- 
examining, witness said that he would be 
very much surprised to hear that other 
ublicans in Galway had refused to supply 
jloherty that evening ‘‘he was so much in 
the horrors’’ with drink. 

John Shaughnessy said that he was stand- 
ing at the Fire Station when he heard 
shouting from Cloherty’s house, and then he 
saw Nora Cloherty running up the street 
followed by her father. ey passed him 
at the corner, but after running about thirt 
yards or so Cloherty stopped and came bac 
to witness. Cloherty showed him his right 
hand, which was covered with blood. it- 
ness brought him into his home and bathed 
the hand with Jeyes Fluid and bandaged it. 
It was cut between the fingers and on the 
knuckles. He asked what had happened, 
and COloherty said something about Mrs. 
Cloherty or his daughter hitting him with a 
glass or a bottle. 

Cross-examined by Mr. J. C. Conroy, wit- 
ness said that when Cloherty came back 
after following his daughter he was not 
excited, nor did he smell of drink. Witness 
thought he was quite sober. 


A FAMILY QUARREL 


Mrs. Mary Shaughnessy, mother of the 
revious witness, said that whilst she was 
in her home opposite the Cloherty’s, she saw 
Michael Cloherty, the accused man, bringing 
out a chair to sit at the front of his door. 
Mrs. Cloherty came out and tried to take the 
chair. Cloherty said to leave it there. His 
wife then caught the chair and there was 
a struggle. The a Nora, then came 
into the hall and pushed her father out, and 
the door was shut and locked. Cloherty 
a “ár after being pushed out, and when 
he íound the door locked he went to the 
window, which he pulled down, He then 
bo San the window into the house.

heard more shouting from inside the 
house, and some ten or fifteen minutes later 
she saw Cloherty running up the street as 
if trying to catch someone, but she did not 
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see whom he was following.

His 
hand was bleeding and he said to her: 
“That's the tea I get after coming in.” 

Cross-examined by Mr. Connolly, she said 
that though she thought Cloherty had some 
drink, he was sober. She had known him for 
years as a hard-working man, supporting 
his wife and seven children. 

Nora Cloherty, the fifteen years old 
daughter of the accused man, giving evidence, 
said that her father usually came home from 
work about five o'clock, but that evening he 
returned about six. She looked at her father 
when he came in, and noticed that he had 
some drink taken, but not much. Her young 
brother, Joe, was on the floor, and her 
father went to hit him. Her mother said: 
“Don't. hit Joe.” ' Her father then started 
going in and out of the hall arguing and 
stood at the door arguing. Her father took 
a chair out to keep the door open, but her 
mother took away the chair, and she (wit 
ness) gave her father a little shove and they 
locked the door after him. When her father 
came back her mother told her to open the 
door and go for the Guards. She went to 
the barracks, and after speaking to one of 
the Guards came home. Her father was not 
in the house when she got back. She was 
in the kitchen when Baine came in. That was 
after the row earlier. The only previous 
time she had seen him there was at the 
previous Christmas, when he came in with 
her uncle. He sat down beside the fire. Mick 
Burke, a helpless man, was sitting there, too. 
Baine asked for a cup of-tea, and kept his 
head down. On her way out to empty some 
water from the kettle she saw her father 
coming in. Two Guards came to the house 
before her father came. When she came 
back after emptying the kettle, her father 
was sitting in the armchair with his head 
held down also. He stood up, and she noticed 
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come in earlier. He asked Baine, “ Are vou 
looking for something?” or something like 
that. Baine replied that he was waiting for 
a cup of tea. Her father told him twice or 
three times to go out, and Baine said he 
would not. Then she rushed -her little sisters 
upstairs. On the way downstairs she heard 
Baine say to her father in a loud voice: “lí 
you vex me you will be sorry.” She then 
got excited, and she could not say which of 
the men said: “I would not hit you in a 
thousand years.” The two were standing 
opposite each other in the middle of the 
kitchen. She then heard her little brother 
screeching upstairs, and she ran up to him. 
When she came back down she saw Baine 
with his hand up to his neck or chest, and 
the back of his hand was bloody. She linked 
her arm in his. and brought him out. Baine 
said nothing, but was muttering. She walked | 
about thirty yards with him when he fell. 
She then went to the barrack door, where she 
fainted. 

Cross-examined by Mr. M. J. Connolly, wit- 
ness said that her father did not want lodgers 
in the house. She did not remember if her 
father had any dinner on the day of this 
occurrence. That day a man who said he 
was a baker called, and said that he wanted 
lodgings. When her mother mentioned itAto 
her father he said he would not have any 
lodgers. The man then left. Her father 
liked the man Mick Burke to be in the house 
because he pitied him. Her father was a 
“good daddy in every way ” to her mother 
and the family except when he was drunk. 
On the evening of the 8th June her father 
seemed to have a lot of drink, and he was 
sort of strange. They had often locked tlie 
door on him when he was drunk before, and 
he would go away and come back later. On 
that evening he did not go away, but got in 
through the window. He had never done 
that before. Sometimes when he was drunk 
her father would be talking a lot and fighting 
Germans, saying things lke “ That German 
is killed now.’’ . He was an ex-soldier. 

In further cross-examination, she said that 
she saw the two men in grips with each 
other. Baine was a hLigger and stouter man 
than her father, and she saw him pulling 
back his hand; but did not see him strike 
her daddy, as she went back upstairs to her 
little brother who was screeching. When she 
came down again she saw Baine going out 
of the kitchen with his hand up to his neck. 

During the latter nait of her cross-examina- 
tion witness broke down and cried for a 
minute or two, but then recovered and con- 
cluded her evidence. At the close Mr. 
Justice Meredith complimented her on the 
manner in which she had told her story, and 
said that he had never heard a better or more 
intelligent witness than this little girl. 


EVIDENCE IN IRISH 


Guard Donncadh O Reidy was examined by 
Mr. Haugh and gave his evidence in Irish, a 
Court interpreter translating the ‘questions 
and answers for the information of the jury. 

He stated that on the evening of the 8th 
June Nora Cloherty came to the station to 
make a complaint, in consequence of which 
two Guards went to the Bowling Green, At 
ten minutes past nine the same night the 
little girl came to the Guards barrack again 
and. made a second complaint, in consequence 
of which two Guards were sent to her home. 
They returned accompanied by Michael 
Cloherty, the accused man. When Cloherty 
came into the barrack he was quite calm, 
and was not drunk. He was detained in a 
cell, and later witness got him to remove his 
coat, the left sleeve of which was torn. 
When Cloherty came to the barrack witness 
noticed there was a small scratch on his nose 
and a spot of blood on the sleeve of his coat, 
eet thee was a handkerchief tied round his 

ead,

smell of drink off the prisoner when search-

PEIPING, Wednesday. 


A N important coup was carried out by 
Japanese troops in North China to 
day, and they now control all the North 
China railways. Fengtai, an important 
railway junction, fifteen miles south of 
Peiping, was occupied by a hundred men 
this morning. 

At first it was stated that they were en- 
gaged in manoeuvres, but later it was ad- 
mitted they were remaining there to 
prevent any removal of rolling stock to the 
south of the Hankow Railway. Much 
empty rolling stock at Fengtai was com- 
inandeered by the Japanese troops, who 
also seized the Chinese military telephone 
system. 

Later in the day Japanese troops also 
occupied Changyimen Station, which is 
only 300 yards outside the south-western 
gate of Peiping, and stands on a branch 
lime connecting the lines running to 
Tientsin and Kalgan 

The Japanese Air Force authorities 
have already taken possession of the inter- 
national race course in Tientsin and an 
adjacent field, and are transforming them 
into a landing ground for their machines. 

Most observers in Tientsin do not doubt 
that the Japanese Generals are deter- 
mined to go through with their scheme for 
an ‘‘autonomous’’ Northern China, 
Their seeming failure last week, when the 
ultimatum of General Doihara to the 
Northern Chinese failed, and negotiations 
were transferred to Nanking, is considered 
to have been merely a tactical move, and 
an effort to see whether the diplomatists 
could gain better terms for Japan than 
the soldiers.

BELFAST, Wednesday. 

At Belfast City Commission to-day, James 
Hull and Robert Charles McClure were 
charged with the murder of John Kevin 
McKiernan, publican, Great George s street, 
on September 2l. 

The prisoner McClure, who was the first 
witness to-day, stated that he was an Orange- 
man, and that after leaving the field on July 
12 he went home, left in his sash, and went 
over to the Glen Bar te work for McKiernan, 
the murdered man The man Clyde, who 
was murdered on the night before Mchiernan 
was murdered; was, McClure said, his band- 
master, but the murder of McKiernan was 
not a reprisal. ‘ 

McClure was called to the witness-box 
when the Court sat, and, in snswer to Mr. 
Porter, K.C., said he was 30 years of age, 
married and with two children. He had been 
out of work: for some time and was last 
employed in tha shipyard. He knew the 
murdered publican and the proprietor of the 
house, and was on intimate terms with him, 
and assisted him from time to time in the 
bar. On the morning of July 11 he saw 
McKiernan and he helped him to put barrels 
on the still, as he anticipated a báid 12th. 
He again assisted the publican on the even- 
ing of the llth. When the shop was shut 
on July 11 he left McKiernan to the corner 
of Great George 's street. 

Witness went to the field on the 12th. 
The murdered man knew witness was an 
Orangeman. Witness went to the field, and 
on returning took off his sash at home and 
then went to McKiernan’s to work. About 
9.30 that night about eight strange men 
came into the public-house, . 


EIGHT STRANGE MEN 


To the Judge—Witness started to assist 
about 9.15 p.m. It was 9.350 when the eight 
strange men came in and called a drink. 
Witness served them. MecKiernan told them 
what the drink cost, and the men said, “You 
are getting nothing ” and rushed at McKier- 
nan. Witness rushed between them, and 
said they should leave the man alone, The 
shop closed at ten to ten o'clock, and witness 
left McKiernan to the corner of Donegall 
street, 

After that night trade got pretty bad in 
McKiernan’s, and one night towards the end 
of July when he was in the bar Hayes came 
in. That was the first time he saw Hayes. 
Hayes ordered drinks for himself and another 
man. Hayes was singing Orange songs as 
usual and acting the fool. 

What Orange songs was he singing?—He 
commenced with Dolly’s Brae. | 

On the day of the murder witness was in 
the White Lion bar with Hayes. It was not 
true that Hull walked up and down the bar 
flashing a revolver. There was no revolver. 
Hull had some drink taken and Hayes was 
drunk, Witness left the White Lion at five 
o'clock and went home. After going to his 
mother’s at Garston street. he went back to 
the White Lion about 8 o'clock, When he 
came back the manager, Mr. Craig, was 
there. He joined a fellow called Pollock and 
a few other boys. He took up his seat at 
the stove. He had drinks with the other 
men. 

Did you leave the White Lion public-house 
until it was closed? asked Mr. Porter. 

Witness—No, not until ten o clock. 

Were you in McKiernan’s public-house at 
all on September 21?—No. 

It was not true to say. that on a day after 
the murder Hayes met him in the White 
Lion and said, “You did that well,” and the 
witness replied, - We always do it well,’’ 


THE VERDICT 


Lord Justice Andrews, summing up, said 
that the prosecution’s case rested on the 
evidence of a man named Hayes, who alleged 
that he was with the accused men in the 
bar when they were about to commit the 
crime, but Hayes stood before the Court 
self-convicted as a liar. The police failed 
in what appeared to be an elementary part 
of their duty of doing their best to identify 
the suspect. 

The prisoners were found not guilty, and 
the verdict was received with applause.
